Applicants affirm the election of the single species for each of the 
semipermeable polymer, plasticizer. peptide, and surfactant; and lipophilic-attracting 
polymer, flux enhancer and surfactant, as described at page 2. paragraph 4, of the 
Office Action mailed July 18. 2000. 

Claims 3, 4, 16 and 17 have been cancelled without prejudice to Applicants 
pursuing the subject matter thereof in a divisional application. 

Claim 8 has been amended to correct an inadvertent typographical error. 
Support for that amendment is found in the phrase "peptide bond" used at page 9.
